Many of our greatest scholars hold that we owe much of the better 
part of our civilization to Grecian sources. There is no discredit to So' 
cialism to link it with Grecian idealism. There are phases of Greek 
conception of life and the Christian conception, as we find it in its me¬ 
dieval expression, which Dr. Plantz seems to deem t^e essence of Chris¬ 
tianity, which cannot be reconciled. The.idea that mortification o'f the 
flesh, is a Christian virtue, we thought, had been outgrown. The monk 
who never took a bath,.who never shaved or changed his raiment and 
found comfort in scourging his body, may have been a holy man in 
the -minds bf the medieval Christians, but today the Grecian'concep- 
tion that the man who has bben created in the image of God should 
prove worthy of his maker by keeping clean is net exclusively a So¬ 
cialistic heresy. .Most of the members of Dr. Plantz’ own church be- 
lieve-4hat cleanliness Is next to godliness. 

If Socialism is to be condemned because its philosophy teaches 
that the evils arising from our economic system must be remedied by 
economic measures and social chapges rather than by the isolated acts 
of individuals, if,it is to be condemned because it concerns itself with 
justice on earth and leaves to God the dispensing of justice in heaven, 
if it is to be condemned because it would degrade no man that an¬ 
other might be exalted, if it is to be condemned ^cause it would end 
enforced poverty and the brood of evifp arising from inequalities of op¬ 
portunity, if it is to be'condemned because it would bring the sunlight 
•e those in the shadows,'!' it is to be condemned ^because it lends itself 
to the spirit of modern science,'then it will have to bear the brunt of 
Dr. Plantz’ displeasure and within the limited scope of his authority be 
accursed and damned.

• materisl and secular ideal. . It is not‘a religion. It has no heaven 
and {loibell. It ia the next stage in our .htstorical development, des¬ 
tined to succeed capitalism, as capitslism succeeded feudalism, and, 
aa wjth ita predrcessori. its'kingdom is of earth.

vironment. though it does hold that to interpret any stage oi nistoricai 
developmenl we must first know its methods of wealth-production and 
distribution—that economic determinism is an essential factor in-the 
race'^ progress. It does not hold that each individual is governed by 
his economic environment, as men often act without regard to their 
economic interests. -But it does hold that if we would get an ex¬ 
planation of a great and widespread evil, such as slavery or child labor, 
we hiust look to the methods of production rather than to the evil in 
men's hearts. 

Vt'e have before us a report that has beeh issued by the New Zea¬ 
land government on the effects of the increased cost of living. « re¬ 
port which was made by a governmental, commission after an ex¬ 
haustive inquiry. We are told that in consequence of the greater dif¬ 
ficulty which the w'-.rhen are meeting in maintaining themselves, 
owing to the high coi' of food products, there are "fewer marriages, 
a lower'birih rate, and s.-naller families." 

The New Zealand report illustrates precisely.the scientific spirit 
in which Socialism views tlie problem of-life. If we are to believe 
the Rev. Dr. Plantz the New Zealand commiiuion's report is wholly 
unchristian. The reason that there are fewer marriages, a lower birth 
rate and smaller families is to be found in the evil within men, in

Snobbery In Navy. ■ 

Among \he craw vere many vMerans of the 
civ'trvvar, and also among the officers were to 
be found a few volunteer ofllcej*i, - so-called 
because (hey had volunteered fr<»n. the mer¬ 
chant servlet* when the war broke out and 
there were n#a-aufflclent officers to b#> had to

snobbery among the academy-bred oinc,era, and 
many volunteer offl-ient bad to go bgck to the 
merchant marine again at'tho ckMe of tho 
w*ar. and those who held out were looked down 
ut>oa by the grad lates of Annapolis. 

Tltere eras no chance* for a hoy to rise from 
the raoka, and unlem ho had graduated from 
the naval academjc he never could becom^. a 
line officer, so that many boys with ambition 
and decided • talent, when they learned the' 
facta, either efekerted nt never came lisck to 
the service when ihflr term of . enlistment 
expired. • 

It was quite natural that under apeh condl* 
tlona American born mm among the crew 
were"few- and It can-safely he Aald that during 
that period the men manning the ships of the 
United Htates navy were 70 to* 19 per cent 
foraign brra. Every ship was. so to apeak, a 
gathering of racra and -nationalities. There 
were flwedes. Danes and Norwegians. Germans. 
Freorh and lrtrh« Hpanlarda. lisllaoji. Greeks 
and Portugese. Canadians, Indiana and Negros 
as sailors and In the flrerroom, while In the 
cabins aa aervaots and cooks ^utd be found 
Jape and Chinamen. ^ 

Under sileh conditions and elements It was 
easy to understand .that the ship’s police, with 
tpe marine guard and the master-at-arms at 
its head, usually, hnd n hard time. .And. the 
brig, as the ship’s prison wras caJIcd was often 
occupied. 

The. marine guaM, men unlform«^d and 
equipped .as infantrym^en, .Was a' body by 
that did only sentry and police duty and doing 
no work or lA any way helping to keep the* 
ahtp clean, lived on no frtendly terma wtth Um 
bluejackets oi sailors.
